Judge Says Former Secretary 
Had Jurisdiction in Clear- 
ing —* to Cand.

The legal battle growing out of 
Senator Walsh’s second oil resolu- 
tion, directing President Coolidge 
to employ special counsel and pro- 
ceed to undo former Secretary of 
the Interior Albert B. Fall’s deci- 
sion in favor of the Standard Oil 
Co. of California, respecting title to 
oil lands adjoining the famous Elk 
Hills naval reserve in California, 
came to a climax here yesterday. 
Justice James Francis Smith in 
equity court handed down a deci- 
sion unqualifiedly upholding Albert 
B. Fall, and granting the Standard 
Oil Co. an injunction against fur- 
ther. interference by Secretary of 
the Interior Work, pursuant to the 
Walsh resolution. 

As a result of the decision the 
government ‘is estopped by the 
court from proceeding in accordance 
with the directions of the Senate 
resolution, which was passed after 
it had been proposed by Senator 
Walsh. Furthermore, the effect of 
the decision is a denial of the con- 
tentions of those who sebtetniaed | 
that Secretary Fall had a ‘‘miscon- | 
ception of the law.’ Incidentally. | 
it is the first court decision to un- | 
qualifiedly uphold Fall since. the big | 
oil cases came into the spotlight, 
and, linked with the Bellridge oil 
lease decision favorable to Fall ren- 
dered this month, it may admitted- 
ly have an indirect bearing on all 
the oil litigation.

On July 12 last Judge Gilbert, 
of the circuit court of appeals in 
California, rendered a decision up- 
holding the validity of the Bell- 
ridge lease made by Fall, despite 
the fact that this lease was not 
signed by the Secretary of the Navy 
and was only signed by an Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior.

Paul Smiths, N. Y., July 28.—

Dan Moody Regains Texas 
Majority; Governor Holds 
Her Post. 


Austin, Tex., July 28 (By A. P.). 
James E. Ferguson, in a statement 
tonight charged that the ku klux 
klan was the ‘“‘silent force’’ behind 
the defeat of his wife, Gov. Miriam 
A. Ferguson, in last Saturday’s pri- 
mary. 

‘‘Nobody need be surprised to see 
the fiery cross in evidence, and this 
crowd is so wild with victory that 
we need not be surprised to see a 
ku klux klan parade in the next 
60 days and perhaps some good 
American will fall a victim to the 
lash,”’ the former governor declared. 

Texas election bureau returns to- 
day showed Attorney General Dan 
Moody had regained his majority 
over all candidates in the contest 
for Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination. His majority was 937, 
and he was leading Mrs. Ferguson 
by 126,000 votes. 

Demands that Gov. Ferguson re- 
sign “Immediately” brought no de- 
velopments today.

Coolidge Orders Action. 


After the resolution passed and 
special counsel was appointed, 
President Coolidge directed Secre- 
tary of the Interior Work to bring 
suitable action to put a stop to the 
Standard’s operations.

Franc Siomoe Steadily as 
Statesmen Meet; Fiscal 
Measure Delayed. 


Paris, July 28 (By A. P.).—Rati- 
fication of the Washington and Lon- 
don debt agreements must wait un- 
til the chamber of deputies convenes 
in October. This, Premier Poincare 
made clear to the finance committee 
of the chamber when he appeared 
before that body today to urge the 
passage of the financial bill. 

He reiterated the statement con- 
tained in the ministerial declaration 
of France’s most earnest desire to 
settle its interallied debts, “‘within 
the measure of its capacity for pay- 
ment.” 

M. Poincare gave no inkling as to 
whether he favored or opposed the 
accords, but said that the financial 
bill was the more important, and 
that parliament lacked time to open 
a long discussion, which undoubted- 
ly would follow the introduction of 
the ratification bills. 

Shows His Strength. 


The financial bill was approved 
in principle today by the finance 
committee, 20 to 12, with 6 absten- 
tions.

Indianapolis, July 28 (By A. P.).

tle, president of the Indiana Farm 
Bureau Federation, today rekindled 
the controversy which has been rag- 
ing between him and the Secretary 
of Agriculture for several weeks.

PRISONER ASKS COURT — 
~ FOR DEATH SENTENCE 


Asserts He Is “ieee Re- 
form” and That He Learned 


Crime in Jails. 


Philadelphia, July 28 (By A. P.). 
His request to be sent to the elec- 
tric chair because he was ‘“‘beyond 
reform,” having been refused by 
the court, William M. Moore today 
began a sentence of three to six 
years in the Eastern State peniten- 
tiary for raising checks and obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. 
Moore told the court he had not 
been free for more than five months 
at a time since he was 2 years old. 

“You would be doing the com- 
munity a great favor if you would 
send me to the electric chair, and 
I‘wouldn’t mind’a bit,’’ said Moore. 
“I think I would be better off dead. 
I was reared in a reform school 
farm. I never learned any trade, 
and I didn’t have much schooling 
with books. All I learned was how 
to be crooked, and I’ve been told 
I’m pretty good at that. 

‘“‘My whole life has been one in- 
stitution after another. It used to 
be my keenest pleasure to learn a 
new trick in each jail.’’ 

‘‘Moore, who is 26 years old, 
made his startling declarations | 
without any show of boasting, and 
when interrupted by Judge William 
M. Lewis, who asked whether it! 
was not possible for him to reform, 
the prisoner replied: 

“No, judge. I really think there | 
isn’t any reform for me. If you! 
send me out of here, I'll do the 
same thing again. It is the only 
thing I know how to do.’’ 

“IT guess you are right,” said 
Judge Lewis with a sympathetic 
shake of the head. ‘“‘Society must 
be protected, so I’ll send you to the 
Eastern penitentiasy for three to 
six years.’”’

BRITISH PEERAGE RIGHT 


WON BY BABY RUSSELL 


Struggle Ends 
With Decision Child Is Law- 
ful Heir of Parents. 


MOTHER CONDUCTS FIGHT 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
London, July 28.—Baby Russell 


| Won his right to the British peerage 
, this 


afternoon after four years’ 
Struggle by a decision of Justice 
Swift, which ends the famous Rus- 
sell case which has dragged in the 
courts since 1922. Geoffrey Dennis 
Erskine Russell, 5% years old, was 


pronounced the lawful child of John 
Hugo Russell, Lord Ampthill’s 
eldest son and heir, and Mrs. Chris- 
tobal Russell, and his rights to the 
Ampthill peerage was thus estab- 


lished. 


The case has attracted the in- 
terest of all Europe since it first 
Came up in 1922 in the divorce pro- 
ceedings ‘brought by the husband, 
who alleged he was not the father 
of the boy. The jury disagreed, 
the case coming up a year later, 
when Mrs. Russell was found guilty 
of misconduct. Three months later, 
Mrs. Russell carried her appeal to 
the house of lords, where the de- 
cision was reversed. Today’s pro- 
ceedings arose from Mrs. Russell's 
demands for a formal declaration 
of legitimacy. 

The court instructed Mrs. Russell 
to cite in the proceedings Lord Amp- 
thill as well as John Russell, the 
boy’s father, and four of the father’s 
brthers. Lord Ampthill filed no 
answer and the father’s answer to 
the petition was struck out. 

The boy’s parents were married 
in October, 1918, but since the boy’s 
birth the father has not contributed 
to their support. Mrs. Russell in 
testifying, said they had lived in 
England since the marriage, go- 
ing on to rectite the details of the 
boy’s birth and christening. - Later 
Mrs. Russell’s maid testified the 
couple occupied adjoining  bed- 
rooms, Mr. Russell often taking 
breakfast with his wife in her room. 
Justice Swift, in giving judgment, 
said: ‘“‘The evidence before me 
proves the petitioners have estab- 
lished their case.’’

TO TIA JUANA DESCRIBED 


Witnesses Tell of Drinking by 
Parents and Daughters 
while at Resort.

Tia Juana, Mexico, July 28 (By 
A. P.}).—Cabaret entertainers, re- 
sort proprietors, police officers and 
others were called to the stand to- 
day in the trial of former Police 
Chief Zenaido Llanos and three oth- 
er Mexicans charged with statuatory 
offenses here last February against 
Clyde and Audrey Peteet, American 
girls, aged 18 and 25, respectively. 

The two girls with their parents 
later ended their lives in their home 
in San Diego supposedly from re- 
morse over their experiences here. 

More than a dozen witnesses told 
of the movements of Thomas M. Pe- 
teet, father of the girls, and his 
family during their four days’ visit 
here, which culminated February 
3 in the alleged drugging and sub- 
sequent attacking of the two girls. 

Ramon Cerma, policeman, testi- 
fied he escorted Audrey Peteet 
to a hotel here after she had been 
sent back from Tia Juana Hot 
Springs, a resort several miles dis- 
tant, by Police Chief Llanos. 

Francisco Krauss, 
ficial, described a visit of Peteet to 
the police station here seeking 
Clyde Peteet. Krauss said he ac- 
companied Peteet to a hotel where 
the girl later charged she had been 
attacked by Luis Amador, one of 
the defendants. On finding his 
daughter, Krauss said, the family 
returned to San Diego. 

Juanita Kaiser, concession pro- 
prietor, and ‘‘Duchess’’ McGarvie, 
cabaret entertainer, declared that 
the Peteets were intoxicated on sey- 
eral occasions. 

Jack Emery, former manager of 
the Hot Springs hotel, where Au- 
drey Peteet charged she had been 
attacked by Police Chief Llanos, 
corroborated statements by Llanos 
tending to disprove the girl’s 
charges.

frigerators was 5,000,000 pounds. 
This milk was hauled 41 miles at a 
cost of 5 cents per 100 pounds. 

Other truck lines fellowed, to 
Floyd and Montgomery counties. 
Still others contemplated promise 
to bring a decrease in milk prices 
in Roanoke and to force high-cost 
dairymen out of the business. 

Charlestown, W. Va., has turned 
to the motor truck for relief from 
high freight rates and is building 
hard-surfaced roads over which the 
trucks may transport vegetables, 
fruit, poultry and dairy products 
to the city. Charleston has a griev- 
ance egainst her railroads in the 
freight rates charged on _ fresh 
| foods. From Ripley, W. Va., to 
'Charleston, for instance, a meandere 
ing railroad journey of 103 miles, 
the freight rate on potatoes is 31% 
cents per 100 pounds. From Syra- 
cuse, N. Y¥., a distance of 741 miles 
to Charleston, the rate is only 34 
cents. 

Now that the new hard-surface 
road is nearing completion, the dis- 
tance between Ripley and Charles- 
ton soon will be cut to 30 miles and 
'the freight rate on potatoes when 
| moved by motor truck probably will 
'drop to less than 10 cents per 100 
pounds. That means a cut of 15 
to 20 cents a bushel on the Charles- 
ton retail market. Other food 
products will follow this trend, it 
is expected, and not only will lower 
living costs prevail but the fertile 
agricultural valleys around Charles- 
ton, for 50 miles around, will begin 
to produce fresh foods in larger 
quantities,

Preliminary surveys, made in 
specified sections, afford a glimpse 
of the radical change. In Atlantic 
City, for instance, nearly 90 per 
cent of the fresh food products 
brought into the city come via‘the 


motor truck. Quoting from the sur- 
vey: 


Where Rails Can Not Compete. 


In cases like these, railroads sim- 
ply can not compete with commer- 
cial trucks on even terms either 
with respect to rates, convenience, 
or speed of delivery. That is why 
the business has gone from the 
railroads to the motor trucks, as 
the trade sees it, and that, too, is 
one of the chief reasons why some 
of the leading raflroad executives 
of the country have undertaken to 
build up and operate their own mo- 
tor fleets as part of the service.

sion’s fact-finding investigation. 
The truck operators stood in a solid 
rank todav against Federal super- 
vision, while there was a division 
of sentiment expressed by the bus 
men. 

That part of the testimony which 
deals with revenue losses by the 
railroads attributed the inroads not 
to the increasing interstate bus 
business but to privately-owned au- 
tomobiles. In that there was agree- 
ment with testimony brought out 
yesterday when railroad and elec- 
tric line executives appeared before 
Commissioner John Esch. Tomor- 
row the public will have its day, 
after which the hearing will move 
to St. Paul. 

H. T. Kelting, of Louisville, pres- 
ident of the Motor Truck Co. of 
Kentucky,. pleaded that Federal 
regulation at this time would stran- 
gle a growing industry, and read a 
letter from the traffic department 
of the Louisville Board of Trade 
suggesting that at most regulation 
be applied to restrict financial re- 
sponsibility. He stated that un- 
regulated trucking privileges had 
done more to. develop rural Ken- 
tucky than any other factor. 

Truck trips are irregular, but 
provide an extremely flexible ser- 
vice, which would be difficult to 
standardize without putting out of 
business the very units upon which 
the small shipper depends, he said. 
Trucking is faster than freight ser- 
vice, within its economic radius, 
and is not hampered by terminal 
service nor schedules. 

He read a number of telegrams 
from Lexington and Louisville firms 
protesting against Federal regula- 
tion. 

R. C. Kunz, representing 
Gray Line Motor Tourist Co., of 
Illinois, believed ‘‘Federal regula- 
tion is bound to come,” and stated 
readiness for ‘“‘any reasonable reg- 
ulation.”’ 


FALL’S STANDARD OIL 
DECISION IS UPHELD

of $3.28. The Standard’s title was 
challenged in 1921 when a hear- 
ing was held before Secretary Fall 
on June 8 to hear the many con- 
flicting statements of representa- 
tives of the navy and the land 
Office. 

Fall heard the interested par- 
ties and rendered his. decision, 
which cleared the Standard’s title. 
Senator Walsh has declared. that 
the ifiterested parties were not ade- 
quately represented, that this 
meeting in Fali’s office was mere- 
ly an informal gathering to hear 
s0me one talk. 

In his decision, rendered yes- 
terday, Justice Smith says: ‘‘The 
presence of allparties before the 
Secretary of the Interior on June 
8, 1921, was not an informal gath- 
ering to hear somebody talk, but 
to have the issue speedily deter. 
mined by the only official clothed 
with the power to take immediate 
cognizance of the matter and make

“To hold otherwise would result 
in ignoring not only the agreement 
entered into by the authorized rep- 
resentatives of the government and 
transferees (those who bought 
originally from the State of Cali- 
fornia and later sold to others), 
but. the considerations which in- 
duced the accord and the exigency 
which it was intended to meet. 
The time for mere talking ended 
with the conference, and appa- 
rently prompt action, not talk, was 
the Only available way of meeting 
tne situation.’’

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Action Taken Was Prompt. 


Justice Smith finds that Fall 
took prompt action to settle the 
differences and disagreements 
which had arisen over the title to 
the land and adds: 

“In the opinion of the court, the 
agreement and the facts which in- 
duced its making establish to a cer- 
tainty that the parties appeared be- 
fore Mr. Fall to secure from him a 
consideration of the law and the 
facts involved and a decision of the 
controversy. 

Justice Smith further finds that 
Fall had jurisdiction to render his 
decision and that he acted after all 
parties had been given a full hear- 
ing and that his action was accepted 
as final. It was a judgment on its 
merits, the court finds, and adds 
“and the correctness can not be 
questioned in a collateral proceed- 
ing except for fraud.”’

BAKER LEASE FIGHT 
IS LEFT UP TO COURT 


Following a long legal battle in 
the Porto Rican courts over the 
celebrated ‘‘999-year lease’’ case of 
the government against Virgil 
Baker, retired naval officer, for 
possession of alleged government 
land in that island, Maj.

It 
is therefore prudent to remove this 
germ cell from flour that is to be 
marketed some distance from its 
place of manufacture and at a later 
date. The bran, another part of

Spanish Dish 


Madrid, July 28 (By A. P.).— 
What may be called the Spanish 
king of dishes appeals to all classes 
and is furnished on all festive oc- 
casions, such as weddings, birthday 
parties and dinners and lunches in 
honor of distinguished persons. 

It is called ‘‘Paella,’”’ and even 
the king and his courtiers relish the 
succulent dish which is equally wel- 
come in palace and cottage. 

This regal repast is one which 
calls for careful preparation, but 
when it is ready for serving all 
agree that it is worth all the trouble 
taken. 

Instructions for 
follow: 

Place on the fire in a stew pan 
about a tenth of a quart of refined 
Olive oil and a quarter of a pound 
of pork lard. When boiling gently, 
place in the liquid a medium-sized 
chicken divided into eight-parts. As 
soon as the chicken is partly cook- 
ed, add a pound of loin of beef cut 
into small pieces, together with a 
large onion finely minced. After 
this has fried some time, two knobs 
of garlic well minced should be add- 
ed with four peeled and minced 
tomatoes, also a pound of sea squids 
or clams, properly cleaned, a few 
prawns, some small sausages and 
pieces of eel, if liked. The whole 
should then be seasoned with salt, 
ground pepper and a little paprika, 
and when the dish has cooked to a 
point, boiled rice should be added 
according to the number of persons 
to partake and fried another four 
minutes. Then a small quantity of 
boiling water or stock must be pour- 
ed over the whole and allowed to 
boil, when a few boiled green peas, 
chopped artichokes and boiled split 
peas should be added. When all is 
ready, a mixture of saffron (if cared 
for) and parsley well mashed in a 
mortar with olive oil and _ stock 
should be thrown over it. Another 
fourteen minutes’ cooking and it 
should be taken off the fire and on 
the top placed slices of previously 
baked and skinned red peppers. The 
dish should be allowed to stand five 
minutes before serving in order to 
permit the liquid to soak well into 
the rice.

A. P.).—Democrats of Iowa today 
added their pledge to that of the 
Republican party, made a week ago, 
to continue the fight for farm- 
aid legislation.

The plank declared the farm 
question one of the most vital prob- 
lems before the country and criti- 
cized the national administration 
for opposing proposais favored by 
Iowa's farm organization leaders 
and congressmen during the last 
session of Congress.

“The Democracy of Iowa,” read 
the platform, ‘‘denounces the eco- 
nomic policy of the Coolidge admin- 
istration and its lack of sympathy 
for agriculture, as an attempt to 
industrialize our country at the ex- 
pense of agriculture,and as an at- 
tempt to torever fasten upon the 
American people an artificial stand- 
ard of values and an increased cost 
of living.’’ 

Senator Daniel F. Steck, the first 
Democratic senator this Stete has 
had since civil war times, acted as 
chairman.

New York, July 28 (By A. P.). 


Liquor is not sold on the United 
States liner Leviathan, it was testi- 
fied at a hearing instituted by offi- 
cials of the line today, but it is car- 
ried onto the ship in large quanti- 
ties by passengers and is brought 
to tables and carried about the din- 
ing room by ship’s stewards. 

The inquiry begun 
Thomas H. Rossbottom, general 
manager of the line, due to anony- 
mous charges that liquor had been 
sold on the ship. : 

Capt. Hartley reported that no 
employe of the line was allowed to 
sell liquor and if any were found 
doing so they were immediately 
thrown into the brig and discharged 
as soon as port was reached. He 
cited the cases of the two men who 
were so treated. 

Stewards testified that 
gers returning to America often 
brought liquor and were accus- 
tomed to bring bottles to table with 
them. It was said that often a 
passenger would pour out a drink 
and ask a steward to carry it to a 
friend at another table. Stewards 
believed that some one. seeing a 
steward so carrying liquor about 
the dining saloon had believed he 
was selling it and had started the 
reports. 

It was said that passengers were 
afraid to take any of the liquor not 
used on the trip ashore with them 
and that on one crossing some 500 
bottles were found in the cabins 
after the passengers had gone 
ashore. Passengers also were ac- 
customed, it was revealed, to tip 
ship’s stewards with’ bottles of 
champagne they had left over in- 
stead of with money. 

The inquiry was begun as soon 
as the Leviathan returned today 
from a Boston dry dock and closed 
without any evidence having been 
found of liquor sales on the ship.

The Ford report on conditions 
in the corn and wheat belts, with 
the exception of North Dakota and 
Minnesota, was at variance with 
the representation of farm organi- 
zation leaders’ that farmers gener- 
ally are on the brink of ruin. 

Discussing aviation, on which he 
cave his views to the President in 
detail, Mr. Ford said: ‘‘The imme- 
diate development will be commer- 
cial aviation. We have perfected 
a metal monoplane driven by three

We are beginning 
its production, there being a de- 
mand at this time for about 100 
of these planes, chiefly for mail 
contractors on. air mail ,routes. 
These contractors carry passengers 
and commercial express also. 

“The air mail is proving a great 
stimulus to commercial aviation.

The 
price of one of these planes now is 
about $38,000.

We ship parts on 
emergency order daily on these 
planes, the cost of transportation, 
including overhead and deprecia- 
tion, being 18.8 cents a _ pound, 
which is more than rail transporta- 
tion cost, but worth it when vou are 
in a hurry.’’

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FAILURE OF LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
Recent reports, all impartial, from the seat 
of the league of nations, indicate that the 
European league is in a critical condition. Its 
power and authority appear to be waning; 


Beveral members are resigning; others refuse 


“to accept the authority of the league; the ex- 


pense of the establishment is heavy; many sal- 
aries paid are exorbitant; the field for work 
by the league is gradually narrowing. 

Above all is the obvious failure of this 
European organization to maintain peace in 
Europe, or hold in check the forces tending 
W hat- 
ever progress has been made in Europe toward 
peace and economic stability, save in the case 
of Austria, has been accomplished outside the 
league. 

It is more and more apparent that this child 

of postwar fever is not the realization of a 
dream of world peace. It is rather the useful 
instrument of the few powers controlling it. 
It is unable to check or modify what some call 
*“‘European hate for America.’ It has failed 
utterly to influence France to realize the gen- 
eerosity of the United States in the matter of 
“debt settlement. It is powerless to grasp or 
ssolve the economic problems of Europe. 
. The men in and out of Congress who aroused 
sthe American people against the perils of the 
sleague of nations, so far as the United States 
- was concerned, did the country a great service. 
Nothing has happened in the last seven years 
t) alter the situation. On the contrary, one 
@lement of American strength today is freedom 
Jrom the league of nations and all other po- 
Tttical entanglements. 
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Modesty is just a product of climate. 
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CAN SUCH THINGS BE? 

+ It is indeed fortunate for the peace of mind 
‘of Congress that* that’ sublime and infallible 
mass of concentrated wisdom is not now in 
session, for the decision handed down yester- 
day by Mr. Justice Smith in equity court, up- 
holding the decision of former Secretary of 
the Interior Albert B. Fall, in the matter of 
the California naval reserve oil land titles, 
might have precipitated a panic at the Capitol. 
As it is the force of the shock to congressional 
amour propre will be dissipated, administered, 
as it were, in homeopathic doses instead of be- 
ing concentrated in one devastating wallop. 
Astounding as it may seem, the law of the land 
is actually possessed of more force than a 
Senate resolution, and the official act of a 
member of the cabinet under statutory man- 
date more binding upon the judiciary than a 
speech by a solon. 

The country will learn with interest of 
this decision, by which the Standard Oil Co. 
ebtains an injunction against the further en- 
forcement of the Senate’s celebrated resolution. 
“hat document now appears to be less potent 
than the Bill of Rights, and to lack the legal 

,; status of one of Mr. Wayne B. Wheeler’s 
official statements. We have gradually be- 
,. come so used to extra-constitutional govern- 
ment in this country\that we shall need shock- 
absorbers if the law once more is to-«take 
precedence over a senatorial address or a type- 
written handout from the Department of Com- 
merce. As for Secretary Fall, it is almost un- 
believable that he could have been right. He 
had been nothing, in the long course of a 
rather active life, but the attorney general of 
his State, a United States senator, and a mem- 
ber of a President’s cabinet, with the advice 
of the nation’s authorities to depend upon. 
How he, from this meagre equipment, could 
have fallen by accident into the error of doing 
a thing right is more mysterious than a cross 
word puzzle. The country will ponder deeply 
upon this problem. How on earth did it 
happen? 
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It is all very well to say it with flowers if 
you have already said it with life insurance. 
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THE RADIO PROBLEM. 


Plans being made by representatives of the 
radio industry to regulate from within the 
condition at present threatening the future of 
broadcasting may be the solution of the situa- 
tion. There is no reason why the plans should 
1.04 be successful. Organized baseball has de- 
veloped a system of policing itself through an 
uppointed czar, as has the moving picture in- 
dustry, and if a similar plan can be worked 


out for vroadcasting, and can be made to 
function as effectively, the problem may be 


solved in a satisfactory manner. 


Word comes that a call for a convention will 
soon be issued by an executive committee con- 
. sisting of representatives of the radio section 
_ of the Associated Manufacturers of Blectrical 
- §upplies, the broadcasting committee of the 
game association, the National Radio Protec- 
tive committee, the Radio Manufacturers, asso- 
ciation, the National Association of Broadcast- 
ers and the American Radio Relay league. 
That the committee realizes the true state of 
affairs is indicated by the statement of one of 
are 


the members that broadcast listeners 
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facing anarchy in the air which may make suc- 
cessful use of the radio all but impossible. 

Evidently the convention, under the guid- 
ance of the committee, will go about things in 
the right mental attitude. At least the com- 
mittee realizes that the situation is a serious 
one and needs immediate remedial measures. 
Although radio, as compared to baseball and 
the movies, has many individual problems, 
they can be faced squarely and solved, and the 
future of broadcasting in this country made 
secure. 
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Apparently it isn’t difficult to Keep money 
if you are a relative who has borrowed it. 
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LET “UNCLE SAM” PAY. 


When the Federal government first began to 


appropriate money for the construction of good 
roads, cooperating with the States, opponents 


of the plan argued that the day would come 
when the attempt would be made to saddle the 
entire cost on the central government. That 
prophecy is coming true. Taking money out 
of the Treasury for this purpose has become 
popular in Congress and appropriations may 
be expected to continue and in constantly in- 
creasing amounts. Opposition to the general 
scheme, within reasonable limits, has practi- 
cally ceased, but in these days of drastic econ- 
omy none will be so bold as to predict legis- 
lation can be enacted placing the entire cost 
on the Treasury, and relieving the various 
States of their share of the tax burden. 

The policy of Federal cooperation in the 
building of good roads was adopted in 1916. 
In the ten-year period since, Congress has ap- 
propriated a total of $591,200,000 as its por- 
tion of the cost of road construction; of this 
sum $510,106,000 has been spent. With these 
funds, added.to a like sum contributed by the 
States, 55,903 miles of modern hard roads 
have been completed. There is under con- 
struction a total of 10,962 miles. There can 
be no doubt that improvements of this char- 
acter build up the country and are of enormous 
aid to domestic commerce. and transportation, 
but whether the general .government shall 
shoulder all the cost in the future is a ques- 
tion that will not be settled affirmatively with- 
out a hard and bitter struggle. 

The National Bankhead Highway associa- 
tion now announces through its president that 
plans have been formulated for the early 
launching of an enormous highway fund cam- 
paign to complete the Federal highway system 
in the United States. The ultimate cost is 
estimated at the stupendous sum of $99,000,- 
000,000, with a proposed ‘‘reasonably early” 
expenditure of one-third that huge total. It is 
explained by. this organization that the system 
of roads proposed would be ‘Federally 
owned,’’ would connect all State capitals, in- 
clude a coast to coast trunk highway along 
the Atlantic and Pacific seaboards, a_ trans- 
continental highway along the Canadian bor- 
der, and another through the South, the total 
mileage of such roads and all their ramifica- 
tions extending eventually to a length of 
3,000,000 miles. 

Here, surely, is a road construction program 
more ambitious than anything heretofore con- 
ceiped. at constitutes a wonderful vision of 
the futuré but its realization will be surround- 
ed with difficulties not easily overcome. De- 
sirable though good roads may be, the country 
is not yet ready to talk of their, construc- 
tion in terms of billions. 
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There is yellow pop, but no pop bottles are 
yellow except those thrown at the umpire. 
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FOREIGN BONDS FOR AMERICANS. 

The financial editor of a New York paper is 
writing from Paris a series of letters on the 
economic situation of Europe. A recent letter 
is entitled: ‘‘Are foreign, especially European, 
bonds good investments for Americans?” His 
answer, condensed, is that they may or may 
not be, according to the future trade and tariff 
policy of the United States. "es 

This strikes. at the most sensitive part of 
America’s economic and financial body. It is 
estimated that already approximately $8,000,- 
000,000 in American -capital have been in- 
vested in European bonds, the larger part in- 
dustrial. 

The writer of the article under consideration 
says: 


Many in Europe take the view that un- 

less there is some prospect that they will 
be allowed to sell goods in the. United 
States they do not see how they can hon- 
estly borrow further in the United States. 
* * * What is lent and what is spent is 
not money but goods. * * * To those the 
tariff policy of the United States appeals 
as a good reason for borrowing elsewhere, 
because of the belief that if they can not 
ship goods they can-not expect to find 
means of settling their interest obliga- 
tions in the future. 

The writer then repeats the old saving that 
‘‘in order to sell abroad we must buy; and in 
order to consent to lend abroad we must con- 
sent to be paid; and being paid means being 
paid eventually in goods.”’ 

Here is a picture of the plan already mapped 
out to break down the present tariff and sub- 
stitute the free trade program. It rests upon 
the theory that if loans already made are to be 
paid, and new loans are to follow, payment 
must be arranged by means of goods imported 
from the débtor countries. 

Says this writer: 

Unquestionably the present tariff situa- 
tion is seriously interfering with the suc- 
cessful placement of American capital 
abroad; and the exportation of those 
goods which provide the basis of capital 
investment. 

In other words, investment of American cap- 
ital in Europe in the future, depends upon a 
lowering of the tariff or what is commonly 
called ‘“‘tariff reform.’ In reply to the ques- 
tion as to whether the limit of American in- 
vestment in Europe has been reached, this 
writer says: ‘‘Yes, pending revision of tariff 
and trade policies.’’ In reply to the query, are 
European bonds good, he replies: 
pends upon our trade and commercial relations 
with European countries.’’ 

Powerful interests are at work to break 
down the present tariff policy of the country. 
Handsome profits, attractive dividends to be 
derived from American investments in Europe, 
are the baits dangled before American invest- 
ors. But what about American investments 
and American capital in American industries, 
American Wage earners and employes who 
form the best market in the world? Are these 
to be sacrificed?

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AUTOMATIC TRAIN CONTROL. 

The Association of Railroad Executives, 
through its chairman, President Harahan, of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio, announces that un- 
der the order of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission 34 railroads, covering 5,841 miles of 
track, have entirely completed the work of in- 
stalling automatic train control, and that of 
the 7,770 miles on which the commission or- 
dered the installation of such safety appliances 
all but 67 miles have them in operation, or 
well on the way toward full compliance with 
the instructions of the commission. 

In addition to the work done under the first 
official order, 38 of the same class 1 roads 
were directed to continue the installation on a 
second division in each case. There are 7,500 
miles of track affected by the second order, on 
1,000 miles of which the work has been com- 
pleted, and on the whole mileage 62 per cent 
is either completed or well under way. 

It would appear from Mr. Harahan’s state- 
ment, therefore, that within a very few months 
165,000 miles of the trackage of class 1 rail- 
roads of the country will be equipped with 
necessary automatic control to enforce the 
halting of all trains on certain divisions in 
response to signals, even though the engineer 
fails to note the mute order to stop. 

Class 1 railroads are those with annual 
gross revenues of $1,000,000 or more. In- 
cluding a few terminal companies in 
the class the total trackage owned by the class 
1 roads is 207,038 miles. At the rate of 
procedure in the installation of automatic con- 
trol it will be seen, therefore, that something 
like 20 years must elapse before all the tracks 
of class 1 roads can be equipped with the de- 
vices which the public has ‘been insistently 
demanding many years. 

Following precedent, the owners of the rail- 
roads were almost unanimous in objecting to 
the orders of the commission and every possi- 
ble objection was raised. There were some 
excellent excuses for noncompliance at the 
outset; lack of financial ability in some in- 
stances and the difficulty in selecting appli- 
ances that would function at all times, were 
the most important. But the prosperity which 
has followed the return of the roads to their 
owners and the successful development of train 
control apparatus, fond most advantageous 
after exhaustive tests, has brought about a 
change in the attitude of the owners. The de- 
sire tofsafeguard their passengers, their em- 
ployes and their physical property, combined 
with self-interest, it is believed, will induce the 
principal railroads, at least, to cooperate with 
the commission in every possible way to reduce 
the loss of life and property to the minimum 
by extending the installation of automatic 
safety control as rapidly as may be possible.

“The normal sleeper,’ he says, “falls immediately into a profound 
sleep which reaches the maximum at the end of the first hour, then be- 
comes lighter very rapidly during the second hour, and remains ligh:

“The sleeper gets more needed rest out of the first one-fourth of the | 


night than out of the remaining three-fourths. : 
“The greatest benefit from normal sleep, night or day, comes from the 


first part of it.’’

“Cut: short-the long light sleep of the late morning hours and sub- 


stitute a short sleep at some favorable time during the work day. 
teen minutes of sleep after the heaviest work and the main meal of the | 


day will count more for efficiency than five times fifteen minutes of sleep 


in the morning.”’ 


Just as the first hour of the long sleep during the night is the deepest 


minutes measure the deepest and most beneficial sleep in the day-rest of 


a normal brain worker. 


‘The nap at noon time should be long enough to be refreshing and

FEW ATTEND SERVIVES 


Manchester, Vt., July 28 (By 


P.).—-Final rites for Robert Todd 
Lincoln, son of President Lincoln, 
were held’today in the shadow of 
the Vermont hills he had come io 
call home. Extreme - simplicity 
marked the brief services at 
Hildene, where the former War 
Secretary and Minister to Great 
Britain had sought rest and recre- 
ation in the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. He died there Monday. 

The Rev. D. Cunningham-Gra- 
ham, pastor of the Congregational 
church, officiated. At the request 
of the family there was no public 
demonstration from the townspeo- 
ple, except for lowered flags, and 
aside from Mr. Lincoln’s immedi- 
ate relatives, only two families at- 
tended the services. These were 
Mr. and Mrs. Horace C. Young, of 
Greenwich, Conn., and Mr. and 
Mrs. George H. Thacher, of Albany, 
N. Y., and Manchester. 

The body was placed in a vault 
in Belwood cemetery, at the base of 
Exwanok mountain. In several 
months it will be taken to the fam- 
ily tomb in Springfield, Ill. The 
burial was private and except for 
the funeral party, the cemetery and 
approaches were deserted. _ 

The casket was borne from the 
house by Lincoln Isham, of New 
York, and Robert Todd Lincoln 
Beckwith, of Washingtoh. grand- 
sons of Mr. Lincoln, assisted by 
their cousins, Edward P. Isham, of 
Manchester; Henry, John and Pren-.

Flouting by prohibition enforce- 
ment agents of one provision of the 
Constitution to enforce another was 


criticized sharply by Justice James 
F. Smith, of the District Supreme 
Court, in a decision handed down 
yesterday granting the plea of the 
Roge Laboratories, 3318 Georgia 
avenue northwest, for an injunction 
restrainihg the bureau of internal 
revenue and prohibition officials 
from further interfering with the 
company’s business. 

The court forbade the govern- 
ment to interfere further with with- 
drawals of alcohol by the company 
for the manufacture of its perfumes 
and other products. 

Prohibition agents, heavily arm- 
ed, raided the laboratories last win- 
ter and locked and sealed the doors 
of the plant and the containers of 
alcohol, because they had discover- 
ed a discrepancy between the 
amount of alcohol withdrawn by 
the concern and the amount actual- 
ly in its possession and put into its 
toilet articles. 


Says Rights Invaded. 


Hereafter, Justice Smith warned, 
investigators must have some com- 
prehension of the businesses they 
investigate and be able to deter- 
mine accurately whether missing 
alcohol was used illegally or was 
properly consumed in the processes 
of manufacturing. 

“The manufacture under permit 
of products containing alcohol is 
a lawful business and its destruc- 
tion on mere suspicion amounts to 
an invasion of property rights 
which rights it is the duty of the 
court to protect,’’ Justice Smith 
told the defendant officials when 
he issued the restraining order. 

‘Quite naturally prohibition offi- 
cers view with distrust industries 
using alcohol, but to deprive any 
such industry of its permit on sus- 
picions having no substantial facts 
to support them means simply the

international reputation, died at his 
summer home here today. He was 
72 years old. 

In 1896 he was awarded an hon- 
orable mention and in 1900 a. gold 
meda) by the Paris salon. His can- 
vas, “Shepherd and Sheep,” is in 
the Metropolitan museum, New 
York. He was an Officer of the Aca- 
demie des Beaux Arts of Paris in 
1902. 

Mr. Inness’ literary efforts were 
confined to the writing of a bio- 
graphickl document of the life of 
his father, ‘‘Art, Life and Letters of 
George Inness,’’ who was a cele- 
brated painter. 

The cause of Mr. Inness’ death 
was given as acute indigestion. The 
funeral will be held Friday after-

IN OLHOUL CHANGE PLEA 


Tells Citizens ‘Association 
Home Study of Present Sys- 
tem Injurious to Child. 


‘CHARGES SIGHT IMPAIRED 


Health and good eyesight were 
the principle reasons given by Maj. 
Gen. Amos O. Fries in advocating 
the lengthening of school hours so 
as to eliminate home study by Dis- 
trict school pupils, speaking last 
night before the Rhode Island Ave- 
nue Citizens association in the 
Sherwood Presbyterion church. 

The association has deferred ac- 
tion on the proposition of longer 
school hours, Saturday classes and 
no home work as proposed in the 
school board questionaire, pending 
more mature consideration of the 
subject. 

Gen. Fries quoted District school 
records for 1925 showing that for 
an average attendance of five years 
at school defective eyesight in- 
creased 300 per cent. Another 
health point raised by the speaker 
was that there were usually better 
desks, better ventilation and better 
lights in the school than in the 
home for study. 

He compared home study with 
the sweatshop and asked if la- 
borers would be willing to stop 
work early in the afternoon and 
return to their work for several 
hours again after supper. 

Gen. Fries declared that he was 
opposed to Saturday classes and did 
not believe that grammar schools 
would need them to make up for 
loss of work through the loss of 
home work. He added, however, 
that he would mffch rather have 
his children attend classes half a 
day Saturday than have them ruin 
their health by studying at home 
richtly.

If the ‘condition is chronic a fiery 
red tongue may indicate diabetes, 
pernicious anemia, or pellagra. 


A red pointed, red edged tongue 
generally means an acute infection 
inthe abdomen. This is the tongue 
of typhoid fever and frequently of 
bacterial diarrhea in children. In 
these diseases if the tip and sides 
of the tongue are fiery red the pa- 
tient is not doing well. 


A moist tongue in an acute feb- 
rile disease means the patient is 
holding his own at least; a dry 
tongue indicates that he is losing 
ground, particularly so if the 
tongue trembles. A dry tongue 
with a brown coat is a bad indi- 
cation in an acute infection. A 
person on a milk diet is apt to 
have a heavy white coat on the 
tongue.

SELF.

T isn’t merely the girl or the 
I woman who is too heavy who 

should watch her weight. Ob- 
viously, it is just as important to 
know whether you aré too thin as 
it is to know that you are ac- 
cumulating too many pounds. 

In ,infancy, we are most care- 
fully weighed. Then, as we grow 
older, the custom seems to lapse. 
(I shall have a special article one 
of these days on children’s weights 
and how mothers should observe 
them.) 

Perhaps we can’t all have bath- 
room scales, but I should strongly 
recommend them. Fortunately, 
scales are now made that cost less 
than a new hat to buy, take up very 
little space, and: last indefinitely. 
If you once acquire them, you will 
wonder how you ever did without 
them. 

At first, you will be 
astic that you will want to weigh 
yourself every night and morning. 
As a matter of fact, such frequency 
is rather overdoing matters and is 
apt \to be slightly misleading. 
Usually, you will weigh a bit less 
in the morning than at night. The 
body weight is bound to be vari- 
ablg within certain constant limits. 

‘If you want to weigh often, try 
to do so each day at just the same 
hour and in the same amount of 
undress. Very likely the best test 
is taken by comparing weights on 
the identical day and at the identi- 
hour each week.

York, July 28 (By A. P.).—wWilliam T. Tilden’s return 
to the stage the middle of August will keep him out of many 
season's remaining tournaments and even may jeopardize 
his participations in the Davis cup and national singles tourna- 
ments, he told the Associated Press today. 

The champion himself is optimistic that his plans will work 
out so that he can take part in both classics but his dramatic 
work, he explained, now comes first and will force him to forego 
other competition after this week—including the national 
doubles championships at Boston, starting August 30.

“It is this ability, which I term 
the ability to scramble, the de- 
termination to go after everything, 
whieh carries most players out of 
the mass of the good into the select 
circle of the great.

Dick Williams, for example, is not 
willing to scramble and, as a result, 
has failed to touch many of the 
heights to which his spectacular 
game otherwise would have carried 
him. 

“IT cannot too strongly urge 
young players to attempt the im- 
possible in recoveries. At least 75 
per cent of the shots considered 
impossible, are actually recoverable 
if the effort is made for them. Let 
no player cramp his style by worry- 
ing about the gallery thinking he 
is playing to the grandstand when 
he is trying for sensational recov- 
eries.’’ 

Tilden lives up fully 
advice to scramble. With his long 
stride and tremendous reach, he 
has physical advantages that en- 
able him to make difficult gets 
with seeming ease, but at the same 
time he is always ready to dash far 
out of court or plunge to the net, 
risking possible injury. 

“I am a great believer in imi- 
tation,’’ he went on. “Not that a 
player can accurately copy an- 
other’s stroke but in attempting to 
do so he is apt to discover a valu- 
able stroke of his own. My  fore- 
hand drive which actually bears no 
resemblance to J. O. Anderson’s, is 
the nearest to it which I am able 
to produce. My backhand slice, 
which has no family conection with 
that of J. J. Armstrong, former 
Harvard star, and ex-intercollegiate 
champion, started as an imitation 
of his famous slice 

‘“‘My advice to young players, is 
to see as much good tennis as pos- 
sible and attempt to copy the out- 
standing strokes of the. famous 
stars. 

“In attempting to develop the 
game of various juniors [I have 
found the road to greatest success 
lies in taking their natural game and

The 
greatest -danger of professional 
coaching lies in the fact that every

‘One hears discussion of the rel- 
ative merits of the tennis of lead- 
ing men and women, but their 
games are entirely different,’ he 
said. 

“To me the ideal type of game 
for a woman is the base-line game. 
I consider it impossible for women 
to play an all-court game. for three 
sets. They are not physicaHy able 
to do so. Even'as great a star and 
unusually strong a woman as our 
own national champion, Helen 
Wills, or our former champion, 
Mrs. Molla Mallory or Elizabeth 
Ryan, can not consistently go to 
the net through three sets and 
stand it. 

“It is common knowledge that 
Suzanne Lenglen, notwithstanding 
the sensational photographs of her 
playing, only goes to the net when 
she’s drawn in by her opponent.” 

Tilden deftly parried a request to 
explain some of the playing psychol- 
ogy that has been so conspicuous 
in his many close matches; his fre- 
quently. uphill victory in interna- 
tional play. He did so because he 
feels this is a peculiar attribute of 
his own game, and that no explana- 
tion or analysis of it would be ben- 
eficial to any other player. 

“Tell us, then, what match was 
your hardest?”’

BALOWIN REPORTS 


LOCAL INSURANGE 


FIRMS DEFRAUDED 


Decries Issuance of Policies 
Paying Benefits Beyond 
Holder’s Income. 


DOCTORS CERTIFY SICK 
CLAIMS FOR $1 FEE 


“He Urges Concerns to Make 


Agreement on Maximum 
Payments. 


Prevalence of fraud in health in- 
surance, due to laxity of procedure 
of ‘‘various companies or associa- 
tions known as life, health and ac- 
cident concerns,’’ was complained 
of and a remedy suggested in the 
annual report of Thomas M. Bald- 
win, jr., District superintendent of 
insurance, submitted yesterday to 
the commissioners. 

Superintendent Baldwin says in 
his report that it has come to the 
attention of his department that 
policy holders of these concerns fre- 
quently receive benefits ‘‘far in ex- 
cess Of their total incomes,”’ and 
continues: 

“This practice should not be per- 
mitted, as it was never intended 
that insurance of this nature should 
so indemnify. When such policy 
holders know that they can obtain 
unlimited benefits for accident or 
illness, many times they yield to 
‘Olicitations of unscrupulous agents 
‘nd take out more insurance than 
c1ey can possibly pay for. This 
means lapsing of policies, causing 

‘ouble and loss to companies and 
iissatisfaction to the insured. 
Sees Way tg Higher Plane. 

‘Again, there are doctors in the 
District who, for a consideration, 
Vill make out fictitious sick or acci- 
lleni claim blanks charging from $1 
to $3 for each. Thousands of dollars 
ure paid out by insurance companies 
on fal#@ claims. 

“An agreement should be made 
between all these insurance con- 
cerns as to the maximum weekly or 
mnthly benefits’that will be pid to 
any policy holder, which in no case 
Should exceed the income of the in- 
sured. Each application for insur- 
ance should show the total amount 
of the insurance in force and when 
there is over insurgnce the benefits 
should be prorated and reduced toa 
proper basis. This arrangement 
would save considerable money to 
insurers and lift this class of in- 
surance to a higher plane.”’ 

Mr. Raldwin reported that premi- 
ums for all classes of insurance 
paid in the Digtrict during the cal- 
endar year 1925 amounted to $22,- 
319,645.29, while losses covered by 
insurance amounted to $6,619,- 
$97.68. 

It is stated that the fire insurance 
rates in Washington are low -and 
would be reduced still further if a’ 
high pressure system were installed 
in the downtown district. 


Trial of Policeman 


For Graft Delayed 


A continuance in the case of 
Policeman Carl Ramstad, of .the 
Tenth precinct, charged with black- 
mail, was granted yesterday in 
police court because the govern- 
ment was not prepared to produce 
the principal witness, Brutus Lane, 
eolored. Lane is in jail and no 
preparations had been made to have 
him taken into court for the trial. 

Ramstad is alleged to have stop- 
ped a car containing a load of al-. 
leged liquor and to have offered to 
let the car go if the occupants 
would pay him $400. They had 
but $42 and it was. while he was 
waiting for the remainder of the 
money that Ramstad was arrested 
by police of the Eighth precinct, 
who had been called by a colored 
woman. Lane was subsequently 
sent to jail on a liquor charge grow- 
ing out of the same transaction.

Police officers have a right to 
take into custody in the corridors 
of the courthouse any: person sus- 
pected of being of unsound mind, 
according to a ruling yesterday by 
Chief Justice McCoy in the District 
Supreme court.

GHATEAU-THIERRY BRINGS 
GEAMAN GUNS AND ICN 


Army Transport Here With 
Smithsonian Relics and 
Navy Yard Cargo. 


TO CARRY GUARDS HOME 


The Chateau Thierry, army 
transport, arrived at the navy yard 
yesterday with its cargo of 20 Ger- 
man guns for the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, and 650 tons of pig iron 
for the navy yard. 

Easing up the Potomac, the 
8,000-ton transport feit its way 
cautiously until it arrived without 
mishap at the navy yard dock, one 
of the largest ships to reach there. 

Capt. William E. Luckett, vet- 
eran government pilot, superintend- 
ed the voyage up the Potomac 
which ended at 10:30 o’clock. Capt. 
J. C. Hitchcock commands the 
transport. 

Original plans called for the 
ship unloading its pig iron first at 
the navy yard and then going to 
Washington barracks dock today to 
unload the German war relics, but 
the order was reversed and both 
guns and iron were unloaded at the 
navy yard. 

The guns will be moved to Wash- 
ington barracks, where they will be 
stored until there is room for them 
at the Smithsonian institution. 

Cranes began unloading the guns 
immediately. The field pieces were 
collected at Antwerp, Belgium, 
from all parts of the war zone and 
data on the individual pieces and 
what service they saw cannot be 
ascertained immediately. Markers’ 
names and places where they were 
made is the only data obtainable 
now. A torpedo is one of the fea- 
tures of the collection. 

The Chateau Thierry will move 
to Washington barracks tomorrow 
or Saturday, take on a cargo there 
then proceed to Fort Monroe, Va., 
to return Pennsylvania national 
guardsmen to Philadelphia before 
resuming its regular run between 
New York and San Francisco. 


ENGLISH STUDENTS 
HERE TO TOUR CITY 


College Men Arrive in Capital 
on Journey Through Sea- 
board Cities. 


A party of nine English students, 
eight of whom are undergraduates 
of Oxford university, arrived in 
Washington yesterday for a three-

terday. 

Under the new arrangement, 


which will go into effect Sunday, 
WRC will have two stations in New 
York to draw programs from— 
WEAF, recently turned over to the 
Radio Corporation by the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co., and 
WJZ, its companion station. 

Under the existing system, 
WCAP has the air Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday, while WRC has it 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday.
